Hat Nature is a Book, compoſed 

of as many W ords as Parts, full 

of Divinity, and leading to the know- 
A ledge 


ledge of a God, was an ancient De- 
cifion of T riſmegiſtus, Authoriz'd ſince 
. by the Holy Ghoſt, in St. Paul to the 
Romans, chap. 1. ver. 20. Inviſiilia ejut 
ipfuus a creatione Mundi per ea que fatta 
ſunt intellefta conſpictuntur ſempiterxa 
quoque ejus Virtus & Drvinitas. For 
the invifible things of him, from the Cre- 
ation of the World, are clearly to be ſeen, 
being underſtood by the things that are 
. made, even his Eternal Power and God- 
head. 

However time was, when the un- 
happy Children of Adam, taking the 
Book into their hands, were charmed 
with the lovelineſs of its Letters,the Crea- 
tures, and careleſs in ſearching after the 
Compoſer of ſo Noble a work ; cour- 
ted and adored ſuch Toys, as were 
pleaſing to Senſe and Fancy, at the 
lame time Eretting Altars, A&s the 17, 
v. 23. ignoto Deo, Totheunknown God.

It 1 faid, the Creaturcs, are fo 
many. viſible- VV ords, now 1 tell you 
thele Words, not rightly underitocd, 
arc ſo many forcible Chains, binding

Yes, the World is a Priſon, yet a 
Priſon none fear, all love ; and ſhould 
I term its hardſhip, and our engage- 
ments, ſo many Gallis, your W orld- 
lings would ſmile, tug on rowing, 
and never care to better their Conditi- 
on. They are ſtunn'd with Noiles, di- 
ſtracted with Varieties; and, asif living, 
they were returned into Earth, they 
{eek nothing but Earthly things : Te- 
nements upon Earth, Pallaces upon 
Earth, Honors upon Earth, Riches 
upon Earth, Pleaſures upon Earth. 
As for Heaven, itis ſlighted ; As for 
Eternity, it is forgotten; As for Judge- 
ment, it is not feared ; As for Hell, it 
is not thought on.

And O ! that Chriſtians, of 
ſo many Days, W eeks, Months, and 
Years, they caſt away in Vanity,would 
now and ; beltow an hour or two 
in .Solitude, they would ſoon diſcover 
the voice -of Verity ſpeaking to their 
Hearts, and moving them to the enqui- 
ry of a virtuous Lite, and happy Eter- 
nity - Ducam eam in Solitudinem. 
Yet Solitude, though the firſt ſtep,

' Totheclearer proot of this, St. Mat- 
thew in his 2d Chapter, preſents us with 
four Per{ons,and thofe of the firſt Rank, 
taken up with one and the fame. enqui- 
ry; yet the enquiry was not equally 
good in all : nay, in one, the enquiry 
after the belt of things, proves the worſt 
of enquiries ; You cannot but prevent 
me with your 'T houghes, and remem- 
ber the Perſons concerned, are King 
Herod, and the Wiſe Men trom the 
Eaft, The Wiſe Men began their en- 
quiry from Chriſt, Herod trom Jealoulie 
and Ambition ; 'Their's happily ended 
in the Worſhip of a new born Meſfab,

Bethlehem, 
inculcatiug a diligent Search, Interroga- 
te diligenter de puero.. You ſee, not on: 
ly enquiry upon enquiry, but dilgenee 
upon diligence ; Yet. that's.not all He

Born Meſiab : And yet this enquiry, 
; of the belt of things, was the worſt of 
enquiries; and if you deſire the reaſon, 
tis, It begannot from Chriſt as Chriſt, 
but from Chrift, as he-was in the trou- 
| bled mind of Herod ; Turbatuseft ; He 
was troubled. | 

The wiſe Men, look'd upon him, for 
; what he was ; Herod, as upon one he- 
feared ;. the wiſe Men, as upon the. 
King of Heaven , Herod, as upon a. 
Temporal ; the wiſe Men, as hoping: 
an Inheritance of Eternal Felicity ; He- 
rod, as dreading the loſs of a Regency ; 
and therefore the wiſe Men's Enquiry, 
ended in, Adoring Him as God and 
Saviour ; Herod, in purſuing him-as: 
a Rival and Competitor. 

Sotrue it is, that a good enquiry mult 

not begin from Us, but Chriſt; _ 
end. 


end where it began. Each thing has 
its.proper.voice ; we are not' to fallthie 
with our imperfe&t Eccho's,* of Pre- 
judice and Paſſion, their natural ſound; 


. _ but frame the value of each thing ; the 


thing impartially frames of it felt : tor 
again, I tell you, an enquiry to begood, 
mult begin right, and end where it be- 
gan, Foannes cum andiſſet, $&c.

The World, as it would be full of 
Knowledge, and is full of Ignorance, fo 
it is full of enquiries; for an Enquiry 
is the Child of Knowledge and Igno- 
rance : were we wholly ignorant, we 
could have noground ; were we per- 
teRtly knowing, we could have no mo- 
tive. of enquiry. But hence ariſes a

difficulty, Tat It is ; fob, not We as 4 
Prophet, and Fore-runner of Chreft, but 
even as an Eye-witneſs, was perſeAy 
knowing, of what he enquired; and yet 
enquures of what he knew.

he knew, to teach them to enquire, of 
what.
